ALUMINUM IS SAFE 


By WM. TAYLOR McKEQWN

The 
light weight of boating 


metals 
has 
received 
endorse- 


ments by the heavyweights of the 
boat building industry- 


Aluminum boats arc building a 


new craft in the 27 foot cabin 
cruiser1 that will sleep foun and 
carry a number more for day 
boating. It will plane along at 36 
miles an hour with its twin 35 
horsepower engines, and is being 
built in Holland, Mich. 


The; Aluminum airplanes1 helped 


make possible the winning of 
World War 11, but afterward air- 
craft aluminum was sold as sur- 
plus. Small-time fast-buck boat 
builders bought it and started 
making aluminum runabouts. 


America was pleasure-boat hun- 


gry and bought a large number of 
these light little craft—only to 
have many come apart or develop 
holes. 


Aluminum alloys that are ideal 


for aircraft may practically dis- 
solve after a short soaking in salt 
water. Other forms of the metal 
th'at 'have been designed for ma- 
rine use, however, can stand di- 
rect exposure to water and weath- 
er and get nothing more than a 
superficial rough- tarnishing. 


Improper use of aluminum gave 


the material a temporarily bad 
name among boatmen until the 
big producers started educating 
marine builders and users. 


Boats properly made of it have 


been constantly afloat for more 
than 40 years. Many steamship 
lines employ it for lightweight 
stoperstnicture. 


Chris-Craft's 
Riamer Division 


starts out with anti-corrosive high 
tensile alloy for the new boat and 
welds prefabricated sections into 
a rigid hull over longitudinal 
framing. Sides are stretch-formed. 
The cabin top is fiberglass. 


To provide minimum mainte- 


nance, the metal is then given a 
primer etching coat, next a vinyl 
spray layer of red lead oxide, a 
metallic vinyl covering pigmented 
with aluminum particles and a 
fourth coat, this time of copper 
anti-fouling vinyl. Above the wa- 
ter line marine enamel is used. 


Electrolysis, which can cause, 


corrosion of metal hulls, is re- 
ported to be controlled as well by 
an automatic transistorized im- 
pressed current unit. A plastic 
coating to help prevent condensa- 
tion and provide sound-proofing is 
applied inside the hull. Conven- 
tional varnished mahogany finish- 
es the cabin interior. 


Why an aluminum boat instead 


of more usual materials? 


Chris-Craft feels it can make 


this new cruiser stronger and 
lighter at the same time, which 
can mean more seaworthy speed 
and less maintenance.

the President and his advisers 
awaited an actual explosion.
